STEEL CATCHES HELL BUT MOSTLY FOR THE WRONG REASONS 


The steel industry raised its prices last week 
and was immediately showered with indig- 
nant abuse from all sides. Friendly critics 
called it a “tragic boner”; not so friendly called 
it “utterly shocking.” Other descriptions of 
the move ranged from “shameless profiteer- 
ing” (Jim Patton) through “alarming” (Gov- 
ernor Duff of Pennsylvania) to “lamentable 
failure in public relations” (New York Herald 
Tribune). Senator Taft announced an investi- 
gation of the affair, and Attorney General Clark 
sent squads of FBI men into the offices of steel 
executives to look for evidence of collusion in a 
possible antitrust suit. 

The reason for all this hue and cry, of course, 
is the fear that steel has contributed directly 
to inflation. And if inflation is measured by the 
volume of emotional outeries instead of the 
volume of industrial output, then steel has in- 
deed caused more than its share. 

But what, in economic terms, did steel actu- 
ally do? It raised prices about 10% on semi- 
finished products amounting to less than 12% 
of its total production. Buyers of finished steel 
from the big integrated companies are paying 
no more as yet; the small fabricators who buy 
semifinished feel the squeeze and have raised 
their prices where they can. If prices in the gray 
market go up also, some steel users may be 
forced out of business, But so would they be if 


which the price 
Since the steel industry is 
steel it can, some steel users will have to go out 
of business if steel supply and demand are to 
regain equilibrium. Thus while a price increase 
in steel looks inflationary, it can also have 
deflationary effect 

Tt is especially ridiculous to couple the cries 
of “inflation!” and “monopoly!” against 
steel. Of course steel prices are monopolistic 
(or, to be technical about it, oligopolistic). 
Those FBI men wasted their time; why should 
steel men be so foolish as to break the law when 
they can set prices together on an instinctive 
follow-the-leader basis? But this oligopolistic 
situation is the very thing that has kept steel 
prices from going siill higher. While prices in 
the most competitive markets—grains, for in- 
stance—have doubled and tripled, steel prices 
ince 1939 have risen only 38%. The testy 
ply decided to use a little self-control, and 
being an oligopoly, it was able to. If you want 
to know what classical free competition would 
do to the price of steel under present condi- 
tions, look at the gray market, where a ton of 
steel for which Carnegie-Illinois charges $95 
will fetch more than $300. Those free-enter- 
ing gray marketeers have their function, 
and we will be sorry to see them put out of busi- 


ness. But if Carnegie-Illinois decided to divert 
a little of the gravy into its own till, the net 
contribution to inflation is problematical at 
best. 

Of course the fact that steel prices are “‘ad- 
ministered” rather than competitive, and that 
steel goes into 40% of everything Americans 
make, gives the industry a special responsibili- 
ty beyond the call of profit. Its price policies 
are important political facts. For example Phil 
Murray is about to ask for a wage increase on 
two grounds: the rising cost of living (an eco- 
nomic argument) and the big profits accruing 
to steel stockholders (a political argument). 
The price increase may add very little to Mur- 
ray’s first argument, but it powerfully rein- 
forces his second. 

In New Haven last week Chairman Olds of 
U.S. Steel put his finger on the main economic 
cause of our inflation, which is the amount of 
money in circulation. He also acknowledged 
the existence of politics, but he didn’t go into 
that. Maybe he and other steel men don’t 
think enough about politics. It is indeed a nice 
question just how far they should let politics 
influence their decisions. In this case they 
probably should have thought a little harder. 
At the same time we laymen have a duty to get 
our economics straight and not run off at the 
mouth with slogans that don’t fit the facts. 


MARGARINE VS. BUTTER A GOOD FIGHT TO GET IN ON 


There’s a good fight shaping up in Congress 
in which all American housewives have a stake. 
If their side wins they can save at least $6 mil- 
lion a year on grocery bills and an estimated 
88 million woman-hours a year in the kitchen. 
The country would also save 52 million bush- 
els of grain, which could be exported to a hun- 
gry world instead of being fed to cows and 
churned into butter. At least that is what the 
makers of oleomargarine figure. Even if they 
exaggerate, there is no doubt that their side 
in this fight is the side of the housewife, of 
justice and of common sense. 

For the first time in over 60 years the mar- 
garine makers have a fighting chance to reduce 
or repeal the discriminatory taxes on marga- 
rine which have been imposed on consumers 
by the butter lobby. Margarine is the only 
modern case of a perfectly respectable com- 
modity being taxed directly by the U.S. gov- 
ernment just to keep down its sales for the 
benefit of a rival product. In addition to this 
direct tax a licensing law keeps half of all groc- 
ers from handling margarine; the sale of col- 
ored margarine is prohibited entirely in 23

tates; and the U.S, Army and Navy are for- 
iden by law to use any kind of margarine, 
as are the publichospitals, jails, etc., of 17 states. 

In spite of this Aim per capita consumption 
of margarine has gradually gone up, especially 
since 1940. Such is the achievement of the 
patient margarine makers, whose product, 
made from vegetable oils instead of milk, is 
no less nutritious than butter, and whose 

rices, despite the tax handicap, are a whole 
lot lower. Most housewives who can get mar- 
garine for 30¢ or 40¢ aren't going to pay 90¢ 
for butter, even if they have to waste time 
mixing in the color. So the tax is just a sense- 
less penalty and an empty monument to the 
power of the butter lobby. 

Whether you like margarine or not, you 
must agree that this is a fairly outrageous sit- 
uation. When the first antimargarine tax was 
passed in 1886, there were enough fraudulent 
mares makers to lend a slight pro bono 
publico flavor to the legislation. That hasn’t 
been true for years. The butter lobby’s main 
argument for the tax nowadays is that dairy 
farming is a great national asset. Representa- 


tive Murray of Wisconsin brings a toy Holstein 
into the House, describes the miraculous food- 
producing powers of her species, and calls her 
“the foster mother of the human race.” No 
doubt she is all of that, but the soybean and 
the cottonseed are productive little assets too. 
Indeed, the soybean has recently been winning 
more new congressional friends than the cow. 
And this year the soybean and cottonseed 
Congressmen, sparked by a Republican fresh- 
man from Indiana named Mitchell who used 
to peddle margarine from a truck, have or- 
ganized a lobby which is as loud and enthusi- 
astic as the butter lobby is quiet and smooth. 
They have been promised hearings on some 
of the many justice-to-margarine bills now in 
the House Agriculture Committee. This com- 
mittee is dairy-dominated and has smothered 
many such bills before. It may smother them 
again but, as we say, there is a fighting chance. 
So if you are tired of having margarine dis- 
criminated against, write to your own con- 
gressman or to Representative Edward Mitch- 
ell. Incidentally, did you know that in the 
wintertime butter is artificially colored too?

DICTATOR GOMEZ SMILED BLANDLY AT RUMORS OF HIS DEATH 


GALLEGOS FOLLOWS A DICTATOR 
FAMOUS AS A BACHELOR FATHER 


As President Gallegos begins his term, Venezuela is still recoveri 
from the fantastic 27-year dictatorship of General Juan Vicente Gé- 
mez, although Gémez has been in his grave since 1935. The dictator- 
ship commenced in 1908, when Gémez promoted himself to president 
while President Cipriano Castro was traveling abroad for his health. 
Immediately Gémez clamped a stranglehold on Venezuela, which only 
death forced him to give up. He retained power by jailing, murdering 
or exiling his opponents, including Gallegos himself whom he once of- 
fered a choice between taking a seat in the senate or being executed. 
(Gallegos went into exile.) In his happier moods, Gémez amused him- 
self by watching movies at the rate of 340 a year and in fathering an 
estimated 80-100 children. Except for two favorite mistresses. by 
whom he had seven and eight children respectively, he was scarcely 
acquainted socially with the mothers of the others. He gave most of 
his offspring land and money, and when he died at 78, having become 
a father again only shortly before, he reportedly left an estimated $30 
million fortune. There were 7,287 lawsuits regarding its disposition.

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CARTOON KIDS CRIPPS’S FEAR THAT POUND MAY FOLLOW DEVALUED FRANC 


Sir Stafford Cripps 


The capable architect of Britain’s export-or-die austerity is 
an ascetic with a taste for socialism, sermons and sea-kale salad 
by NoEL F. Buscu 


im Ricuarp Starrorp Cripps, K.C., who with the dual functions of 

Chancellor of the Exchequer and Minister for Economic Affairs holds 

the master-key post in Britain's present cabinet, often lunches with 
his wife in the Vega Restaurant on Leicester Square. 

The Vega (short for vegetable but pronounced Vee-ga with a hard " 
is a tearoomy sort of establishment in the heart of London’s theatrical di 
trict which specializes in food prepared according to the dietary theories 
a certain Dr. Bircher-Benner. Cripps, who took up vegetarianism in 1935 
for reasons of health, and Lady Cripps, who became a convert shortly after- 
ward for reasons of sympathy and simplified housekeeping, discovered 
the Vega soon after it opened a dozen years ago. Both have been regular 
clients ever since. At first the Crippses used to stand patiently in the line 
like everyone else, but now, as much in honor of their long-continued 
patronage as of Sir Stafford’s distinction in public life, means have been 
found whereby this process can be circumvented. 

Opening off the main room of the Vega is a door which leads into the 
office of the manager, a Mr. Walton. When lunching at the Vega nowadays 
the Crippses go directly to this office, which is approximately the size of 
three telephone booths, and knock on the door. Mr Walton then moves 
out and they move in. Two places are set on opposite sides of Mr. Walton’s 
desk and their special waitress brings the menu. 

The Vega offers three lunches, one for 45¢ and two (one cooked and one 
raw) for 65¢. The Crippses usually take one of the 65-centers, built around 
a cheese soufllé or a Bircher-Benner salad made out of things like nuts, 
carrots, celery, dried bananas, shredded parsnips and sea kale. Unlike most 
other Vega patrons, Sir Stafford is privileged to run up a tab. His bill 
is presented with his lunch on the first of every month and Mr. Walton 
gets a check from the Treasury on the second. 

In England, where Cripps has been more or 
less in the public eye for 20 years, the personal 
of notables and indeed the nota- 
attract less attention than they 
In addition to being a vegetarian, 
Sir Stafford is a teetotaler, a cold-bath addict, an 
exercise fiend and a pre-dawn insomniac, but un- 
, while everyone knew about 
these peculiarities, no one bothered much about 
tiem. Of late, however, Cripps’s asceticism and 
dietary regimen have become, if not major politi- 
cal issues, at least subjects of wide public discus- 
sion. In these discussions two schools of thought 
are represente 

One school says that when deprivation is a na- 
tional necessity the national destinies should be 
in the hands of a specialist in the matter. The 
other school says that precisely because Cripps 
prefers to deprive himself of luxuries he is likely 
to be too severe with those whose tastes run in

the Sppesite direction. Among those inclined to the latter view is Winston 
Churchill, who has rarely lost a chance to poke fun at Cripps’s gastronomic 
predilections. 

During the war Cripps, usually a stickler for punctuality, and a senior 
diviltexeyuntivelio wanalae a vegetarian once turned up a few minutes late 
for an after-supper cabinet session. “Now that our colleagues have digested 
their beet juice,” Churchill growled, “perhaps we can get to work.” Cripps 
displays little of the smug self-righteousness often associated with ascetics 
and reformers. His manner is affable, his expression friendly and his voice 
almost ing. Nonetheless, beneath his unpretentious exterior, one 


goes God.” 

Far from feeling grateful that he isn’t God, the majority of Cripps’s coun- 
trymen hope that he will at least be capable of performing the by no means 
minor miracle of causing Britain's exceedingly lame and halt economy to 
get up on its feet and walk again. Cripps has not achieved the miracle yet, 
but nothin; his demeanor suggests that he considers it beyond his pow- 
ers. Cripps's confidence in himself appears to be catching, and the British 
mabaaial morale, if not much else, fs taken an upward bound since he 
assumed his two present jobs in quick succession last autumn. 

The Ministry for Economic Affairs was established in September pri- 
marily because Britain’s problems in international commerce and currency 
seemed to require central administration, and secondarily because Cripps, 
as president of the Board of Trade, seemed to need a wider field for his tal- 
ents. Since the functions of the new ministry and 
that of the Exchequer—which is mainly con- 
cerned with the domestic problems of budget and 
taxation—obviously overlapped to some degree, 
there appeared to be some likelihood of friction 
between Cripps and the then Chancellor, Hugh 
Dalton. This possibility vanished in November 
when Dalton was obliged to resign as aresult of di- 
vulging budget secrets to a reporter, whereupon 
Cripps also took over the chancellorship which, 
in the hierarchy of the British cabinet, is tra- 
ditionally regarded as secondary only to the 
prime ministership. Ministries like Transporta- 
tion, Fuel and Power, Supply and the Board of 
Trade, which used to be more or less autono- 
mous, are now, in effect, subordinate branches. 
If Cripps has problems which are unprecedented, 
he is also a sort of superchancellor or jumbo min- 
ister, with prerogatives which are unprecedented 
also.

sudden rise to exalted power is not due to optimistic expressions 
by the Chancellor himself. On the contrary, Cripps has emphasized 
the gravity of the British position and been outspoken about the 
severity of the measures necessary to correct it. Cripps’s assur- 
ances that things are going to be worse before they get better, and 
steps like the abolitio of the bi petrol ration, proving that he 
means what he says, have had on a miniature scale somewhat the 
same benzedrinal effect as Churchill’s great speech about blood, 
toil, tears and sweat urchill had the advantages not only of 
an oratorical style which Cripps signally lacks but also of a wartime 
context in which the oratory was displayed to maximumadvantage. 
What partially helped Cripps to compensate for this double handi- 
cap appears to be a widespread feeling first, that under the new 
Exchequer-Economics organization the Labor government has 
finally produced a workable organization chart, and second, that 
Cripps is the right man to he 

Cripps’s personal prestige is chiefly due to a commendably var- 
ied professional and political record going back to 1930, when he 

got his start in politics as So- 

licitor General in the second 
Ramsay MacDonald govern- 
ment. In the 1920s Cripps had 
heen a brilliant young barrister 
specializing in patent cases, In 
the 1 30s, coincident with his 
career in Parliament, he be- 
came the highest-paid law 
in England, earning well over 
$100, ),000.a year. Shortly before 
the war he was ejected from 
the Labor party for advocating 
a “united front” with Com- 
munists and other splinter 
parties of the extreme left. 

hen war came Cripps quit 
his practice and offered his 
services to the Chamberlain 
government, which — turned 
them down. Cripps, for lack 
of better things to do, set off on a tour around the world. 

Cripps’s world tour included, among other interesting capita 
New Delhi, Chungking, Moscow and Washington. He got back to 
London just in time to tate the fall of the Chamberlain regime 
by an account of its poor repute in the U.S. Partly as a reward for 
this and partly in consequence of some valuable | memo. 
randa on his travels which Cripps suppl the Foreign Office, 
Churchill sent him to Moscow ona special mission in 1940. That 
this mission wound up at more or i the same time that Rus- 
sia got into the war on the side of the was less Cripps’s 
doing than Hitler’s.

igh posts in the war cabinet, Cripps was a 
Seal and Leader of the House of 
Commons. Members of the House disliked the patient, patronizing 
preachiness with which he expounded government policy; and 
Churchill resented Cripps’s candid lack of confidence in his abili- 
ty to run the war as a one-man show. However, shunted out of 
the inner policy-making government clique into more purely man- 
agerial endeavors, he speedily redeemed himself. Cripps’s visit to 
India in 1942 provided the bi for the solution worked out by 
the more ebullient Lord Louis Mountbatten five years later. Given 
the vitally important administrative post of Minister of Aircraft 
Production on his return from New Delhi, Cripps turned in a bril- 
liant performance. Clearly the b mind at the disposal of the 
Labor party, he was readmitted to it before the 1945 election and 
then given the Board of Trade presidency which he held until last 
autumn. 

Cripps’s political record, as compared with his administrative, 
diplomatic and professional record, is woefully weak. The weak- 
nesses include not only a lack of talent for speechmaking but also 
tactlessness and plain bad judgment. Indeed, with the possible ex- 
ception of Henry Wallace—who, of course, has other defects which 
outweigh even these—no major modern politician of any standing 
whatsoever has said more foolish things or espoused more prepos- 
terous causes than Cripps. A collection of his worst gaffs, made not 
long ago by the Conservative Sunday Express, included remarks like 
the following: 

On Germany in 1936: “If Germany should-defeat Britain in a

Sir Stafford preaches what he practices 


RIPPS, who does not say or believe things like this today, has 

an appeal to the British public which goes much deeper than 
h pal 's in the past or even his sp program at the present. 
It is perhaps fundamentally one of religion. The Chancellor is a de- 
vout and diligent churchman, who not only practices all the stand- 
ard virtues but also preaches them as a guest speaker in pulpits 
near his home in the Cotswolds and elsewhere. Cripps’s sermons 
supply the key to his beliefs and the key to England’s belief in him, 
To a Westm apel congregation assembled during the 
World's f Prayer, Cripps 
y ngland far tran- 
scends mere issues of world politics or money. Said Cripps: 

“We have been warned by Christ to beware when all men think 
well of us. It is not easy popularity that we should seek but the way 
of Christian duty. There is, I believe, only one real test of how we 
should act. We should do that which our conscience, refreshed by 
communion with God, instructs us is t. If our conse i 
satisfied, we n not fear the criticism of others.” 

To the English, plain goodness, in the copybook sense, seems 
not only commendable but actually exe iting. It seems especially ex- 
citing for some reason when it crops up in a well-born intellec- 
tual like Cripps, whose father, the first Lord Parmoor, was descend- 
ed froma long line of public-spiri y squires, As a national 
symbol of The Conscience, Cripps is thus surround: 
by some of the same sort of glamour which in the U. 
analogous dignitaries in a more pagan national mythology like 
Voice, The Body and The Look. 

In trying to unravel the nature of Cripps’s 
itis a social conscience, some analysts have tra 
of prac at the Bar. ording to this theory, the inside knowl- 
edge of capitalism which Cripps acquired as a high-paid s 
in patent and corporation law so disgusted him with its workings 
that he took up socialism, partly from the same motivations of self- 
chastisement which cause overpaid Hollywoodians and unemployed 
millionaires to adopt a left-wing attitude in the U.S., and partly 
means of chastising business. As a big-business barrister, Cripps 
was indeed a sort of highly legal Robin Hood or one-man fifth 
column in London’s corporate and banking society. His attitude 
was exemplified when, after winning a major case for a coal-mine 
company in Cardiff, his client asked his law clerk the amount of 
his fee. “Two thousand guineas” ($10,000), said the clerk. As 
the client started to write the check, Cripps said, “Don’t bother 
to make it out to me. Just make it payable to the Cardiff Labor 
party.” 

Another hypothetical source of Cripps’s social conscience is his 
blood tie with the distaff member of the famous socialist team of Sid- 
ney and Beatrice Webb, who was his mother’s sister. The trouble 
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with this theory is that Beatrice Webb had seven other sisters in 
addition to Cripps’s mother and more nieces and nephews than she 
could keep track of. She did take an interest in Cripps but only when 
he had already shown sufficient socialist leanings to justify her 
notice. Even the effect of indirect influence from the Webbs 
through Cripps’s mother seems questionable. Lady Parmoor died 
in 1893 when Stafford was only 4 years old. Any influence which 
she exerted on him should have heen even more apparent upon his 
three older brothers. Far from growing up as socialists, however, 
Cripps’s brothers developed into a representative cross section of 
precisely that class that he has spent his lifetime trying to obliterate. 


Cripps’s three brothers are Tories 


RIPPS'S eldest brother, the present Lord Parmoor, is a retired 
Bursar and Fellow of Queen’s College, Oxford, whose political 
leanings were exhibited as early as 1906 when he stood for Parlia- 
ment as a Conservative. Another brother, Major the Honourable 
Leonard Harrison Cripps, a director of the Elder Dempster Steam- 


ship Lines, announced three years ago that if the socialist govern- 
ment got elected he would leave the country. When they got 
elected, he went straight to South Africa and stayed there. As for 


Cripps’s second oldest brother, Colonel the Hon ourable Frederick 
Heyworth Cripps, D.S.O.,T.D., D.L., who looks likea handsome edi- 
tion of the late John Barrymore, his career has been in many ways 
even more noteworthy than that of the Chancellor himself. “A 
friend of Czar Nicholas and later of Leon Trotsky, he started a 
bank in St. Petersburg before World War I, lost a fortune in the 
revolution and made another under the Bolsheviks, which they 
promptly stole. Fred Cripps then returned to London, where 
made a third fortune, married one of the more glamorous ex-wiv 
of the Duke of Westminster and settled down to become one of 
the pillars of Mayfair society, where he is now noted, among other 
things, for sartorial distinction of a high order based in part on 
his addiction to Edwardian tweed cloaks. 

‘Asa precocious brigadier general, Fred Cripps led what has been 
called the most brilliant cavalry charge of World War I, at El 
Mughar. In World War II, the army told him he was too old to 
fight, whereupon he sent a note to his oldest and best friend, Win- 
a Churchill, asking to be put in the navy. Commissioned an en- 
sign at the age of 54, Fred Cripps was able to wind up with a navy 
rank almost equivalent to his old one in the army. 

Unimpressed by Sir Stafford Cripps’s regimen of cold baths, veg- 
etables and water, Colonel Fred Cripps is a sybarite, a gourmet and 
a water-hater of championship caliber who considers the stuff 
poisonous unless broken down and generously diluted. Currently 
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engaged in dockyard management in Liverpool, Colonel Cripps 
sometimes comes to London where he passes a good portion of his 
time diluting the water at the bar of White’s Club in St. Jame 
Street. At this bar, admirers of Sir Stafford Cripps are about as 
plentiful as worshipers of Franklin Roosevelt were at the bar of the 
Union Club in New York. When he hears a disparaging remark 
about his brother, Fred Cripps has a reply which comes to his mind 
as readily as the renowned war cry with which he used to lead the 
‘oyal Bucks Hussars, “Yeomen of Bucks, Strike Home.” He says, 
My brother is a damn good friend of mine, and a much better 
friend than you will ever be.” 

Among other experiences of a varied lifetime, Fred Cripps once 
edited a Russian newspaper called The Voice of the Soil. Nowadays 
when London editors ask him for some memoirs about Sir Stafford 
he obliges with a highly professional eye-witness account of the 
Chancellor's upbringi

ET forth most recently in the British Town and Country, 

Fred Cripps’s theory about Stafford Cripps is as follows: “Bis- 
marck is supposed to have declared, ‘Brandy for heroes!” If I were 
asked to name the brew which produced that sincere and highly 
capable socialist cabinet minister, my younger brother, Sir Stafford 
Cripps, I should be inclined to reply, ‘Liberalism, Conservatism, 
Socialism, Christianity and Younger Sonnism!’ ” Colonel Cripps 
then defines “younger sonnism” by recalling that, with three 
brothers who had priority over him, Stafford got short rations 
from the outset. When riding was the order of the day, the littlest 
Cripps had to be content with the lawn-mower pony; when it was 
shooting, he was lucky to get a gun at all. Fred Cripps adds that un- 
der these conditions Stafford naturally developed a close - 
tion with his fathe Stafford’s feeling for his 
father and so apparent i on him that he acquired the nick- 
name of “Dad” which ed in the family. Little Stafford 
Cripps, in short, was a member of the underprivileged portion of 
the privileged clas ated into the lingo of modern child 
‘hology, what th pps theory states so much more

Parmoor, the Crippses’ family seat in Buckinghamshire, was one 
of those spacious English country households which, now almost 
extinct, flourished at the end of the Victorian era. Overrun not only 
by brothers but also by cousi aunts and uncles, it included a 
sister (now married to the celebrated scientist Sir Alfred Egerton), 
a wide assortment of supervisory servants including a French gov- 
erness who died recently at the of 102, a wise old Scottish gar- 
dener, whom Cripps young man took with him as a traveling 
companion to Greece, and a pack or two of harrier hounds. This 
lively human and canine swarm gave Sir Stafford a wide expe 
of society at an early age. It also enabled him as a small bo 
his time to the s 
rication of contrivances like a collapsible bridge across the pond 
or a glider which would n In family festivals and lawn pic. 
nies, small Stafford usually occupied a managerial role; when 
there was a garden party he took charge of the tents and refresh- 
ment tables. 

Stafford’s attachment to his father was reflected at Winchester, 
where he was captain of the football team and a crack scholar, 
by close relationships with masters, especially the headmaster, Dr. 
Burge. In the normal course of events Stafford would have become 
a scholar at New College, Oxford, where previous Crippses had ha- 
bitually gone. His entrance examination, however, so impressed 
his examiner, Sir William Ramsay, that he invited Stafford to do 
nder him at ‘the University of London. 
ity Stafford began to show an interest in 
politics, and through politics he broadened his horizon in other di- 
rections also. The first Lord Parmoor, reversing the normal trend, 
started out as a Conservative, accepted a title from the Liberals 
and wound up as a socialist. While helping to fold leaflets for hi 
father, campaigning for Parliament, Sir Stafford met a young n‘ 
bor named Isobel Swithinbank, to whom he was married in 1911. 

‘As a young man whose chief shortcomings were aloofness and 
difficulty in getting on with people, Cripps needed a wife whose 
gregarious tastes and infectious confidence would help bring him 
favorably to public notice. Lady Cripps, a granddaughter of the 
late J.C. (Fruit Salt) Eno, fulfilled these requirements to perfec- 
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tion. The marriage developed in effect into a sort of professional 
and political partnership in which her role is still that of personnel 
manager and public relations department. As ubiquitous and friend- 
valbat consiterabty lees opinionated than Eleanor Roosevelt, Lady 
Cripps has just the light touch with casual acquaintances that her 
husband lacks. If Winston Churchill can score off Sir Stafford 
for his vegetarianism, Lady Cripps is one of the few people who 
can score off Churchill, as she recently proved when he chanced to 
be seated next to her at a banquet. When Churchill mischievously 
guided the conversation on to such delicate topics as potatoes, 
carrots, peas, beans and beet juice, Lady Cripps smiled patiently 
but said nothing. When he had finished, she uttered a gentle ad- 
monition: “Stop being so silly, Winston, and eat up your dinner.” 

The Crippses have three daughters and a son of their own and 
two informally adopted sons named Weaver, whose real father and 
mother, both close friends of the Crippses, died in the 1920s. 
Young John Cripps is now editor of an erudite, bucolic quarterly 
called The Countryman. The Crippses’ second daughter, Anne 
‘Theresa, is married to a young London solicitor and seventh bar- 
onet named Sir Robert Cornwallis Gerald St. Leger Ricketts. 

In the first World War Cripps’s record, while perhaps less glam- 
orous than that of his brothers, may have had even greater prac- 
tical results. After nearly a year of driving a Red Cross truck in 
France, Cripps went to work in the biggest explosives factory 
England, in which he worked up to assistant manager by the time 
hostilities ended. 

Even Cripps's colitis, which, aggravated by overwork, laid him up 
completely after the war, had indirect benefits rather like Roose- 
velt’s paralysis in helping him develop self-discipline generally, 
along with his diet. Having explored every other possible remedy, 
Cripps took up vegetarianism when his adopted son, Purcell 
Weaver, wrote him about the discoveries of a vegetable dietician 
whom he had met in Tahiti. This led eventually to the sea-kale sal- 
ads and Dr. Bircher-Benner, whose clinic at Zurich Cripps still 
visits every year or 80. 

One of the salient points about Cripps’s career is the wa) 


in 
which seemingly contradictory or unrelated parts of it have turned 


out, owing to circumstances or.to his iron self-discipline, to fit 
together harmoniously or even stonuacnly. Just as his success 
in the explosives factory was partly the result of his scientific 
training, so both this training and his practical experience in plant 
management were of great value to him when he resumed the prac- 
tice of patent law after the war. As his practice grew, especially 
after his tour of duty as Solicitor General and consequent knight- 
hood in 1930, the subject matter of his practice came to include 
practically every industry in Britain. Equipped with a painstaking, 
fact-finding type of mind, Cripps boned up on all of them as thor- 
oughly as he had on the matter of his own diet. The consequenc 
was that by 1942, when he was given the post of Minister of 
craft Production, he was only less thoroughly briefed for it than 
for the even more far-reaching responsibilities which he holds at 
present. The wonder was indeed not that Cripps was an industrial 
expert but that the Chamberlain government had failed to recog- 
nize him as such in 1939. 

Asa matter of fact, even Cripps’s extemporaneous world tour in 
1939 dovetailed perfectly with all his other apparently incon- 
gruous lines of activity. Undertaken in part because he wanted to 
renew a longstanding personal friendship with Nehru, a fellow 
socialist and Vega patron, his visit to India led to meetings with 
Gandhi and the then viceroy, Lord Linlithgow, and these in turn 
laid the groundwork for Cripps’s proposals in 1942, An even 
more important feature of Cripps’s tour was his first visit to Mos- 
cow. This occurred when his comments about trade negotiations 
to the Soviet ambassador in Chungking} caused that dignitary to 
invite him to repeat his remarks to Molotov in the Kremlin. 

Traveling by air across the Siberian wastes, Cripps got to Mos- 
cow safely enough but saw Molotov only once. On the way back 
the plane nearly crashed and presently became mired in a remote 
airdrome from which Cripps and his secretary, dressed in make- 
shift muzhik costume, extricated themselves by driving across 
the mountains in a Manchurian jalopy so dilapidated that, when 
going up hill, Cripps had to pack the radiator with snow scooped 
up in his bare hands from the surrounding drifts. 


TE problem facing the present British government and Sir 
Stafford Cripps can be stated fairly simply. First, Britain must 
acquire money and materials. Second, she must use these to get 
her industry whirling around at high speed. Finally, she must sell 
the products to the rest of the world for more money and raw 
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material which will enable her industry to whirl even faster. At 
present, indeed, far from selling enough goods and services to py 
her way, Britain is falling behind at the rate of a billion or so dollars 
a year. Hence to discuss Britain's “problem” is a little like discuss- 
ing the “problem” of a man who, having jumped off the roof of 
a building, has almost reached the ground. 

In this predicament Cripps is handicapped by the fact that for- 
eign governments, particularly “free trade” Americans, have the 
final say. Not only is he at the mercy of Cc decision about 
the Marshall Plan; he must be able to inspire vastly greater pro- 
duction in England without the incentive of better living stand- 
ards. While the Conservative party can barely conceal its relief at 
not being in power, Cripps may get a certain amount of opposition 
from the workers’ or Trades Union branch of the Labor party. Even 
more important to this element than Cripps’s patri ckground 
is the fact that as a barrister he used to earn more money in a year 
than most unionists acquire in a lifetime. Once, irked by a boring 
party conference, Ci Hi ii appoeee to have pointed out to the 
room at large that in the time they had just wasted he could have 
earned 1,000 guine: 

However, balan ps of background and tempera- 
ment, Cripps has two advantages in dealing with the Trades Union 
element of the party which the other members of Labor's long- 
haired set do hot share, One is the fact that he was read out of 
the party for being too far left in 1939. The other is his famous 
conscience, of whose workings the ousting was itself an instance 
since Cripps's de 0 attain Utopian unification cost him his then 
pre-eminent position in the party. 

In the U.S. each new administration revolves around the central 
figure of the president. In England the government may, but by no 
means must, revolve around the prime minister. That the war 
cabinet revolved around Churchill was partly because it was com- 
posed of members whose political views were so divergent that all 
of them accepted the impossibility of basic agreement. In the pres- 
ent cabinet, where all the members are in fundamental sympathy, 
discussions about method are permissible or even profitable. Prime 
Minister Attlee, who gets much more respect and admiration from 
his colleagues than he does from the outside world or even the 
British public, plays the conciliator. The two pivotal posts are oc- 
cupied by Ernest Bevin, who has a free hand with foreign affairs, 
and Cripps, who has an even freer one with finance and economics. 
Cripps’s most frequent adversary in intramural policy disputes is 
the eloquent, mercurial and extremely left-wing Minister of Health, 
Aneurin Bevan. 

Partly because Parliament sessions usually last through the 
evening, most British ministers who have to combine their execu- 
tive work with regular attendance at the House do not start work in 
their own offices until 10:30 a.m. or thereabouts. Cripps, an excep- 
tion to this rule, almost invariably arrives at his desk by 9. Tres 
ury routine starts at 9:30 with a conclave of his chief advisers, 
known as “morning prayers.” Thereafter his day is packed with 
appointments, most of them half an hour's duration, through which 
he maintains steady progress at nationalized-express-train speed. 

Cripps’s pride and pleasure in punctuality is so intense that it 
sometimes leads to confusion on the part of his visitors. When a 
caller is brought in on time the Chancellor may be so enchanted at 
the progress he is making through his schedule that the visitor will

mistake this purely functional satisfaction for a more personal 
feeling. This error is usually corrected, however, by the rapidity 
with which Cripps’s enthusiasm evaporates if the visitor, by over- 
staying his allotted time, delays the next arrival. 

The notion, widely and understandably held, that Cripps is a 
gloomy and coldhearted ascetic is an inversion of the truth. Cripps 
is indeed an ascetic, perhaps even a stoic, but he is a warmhearted 
and enthusiastic one. Things like writing his own letters and always 
being on time are in a sense extra indulgences, like another man’s 
brandy and cigars, except that, unlike indulgence in gluttony, in- 
dulgence in industry is never followed by qualms of either con- 
science or digestion. When the basic petrol ration was removed 
Cripps put up hi 
self a new suit or, in fact, used up a single clothing coupon 
since clothes rationing started in 1941. Nevertheless, at that time 
equipped with an extensive wardrobe, he scrupulously remains one 
of the best-dressed men in England. 

At Goodfellows, the big house in the Cotswold village of Filkins 
where Cripps brought up his family between the wars, he used to 
entertain quite extensively i in the English country- -weekend fashion. 
Here Cripps enjoyed building rock gardens, moving things in a 
wheelbarrow or pulling the weeds out of the moat. ‘Fond of tool- 
work since his early childhood, he also had a workshop where he put 
in many hours fabricating fireside benches, small tables and other 
simple, nonupholstered household fixtures, Shortly after the out- 
break of the war Cripps sold Goodfellows and bought a much smaller 
house some 20 miles away where he and Lady Cripps now spend 
an occasional weekend when they have time. At ilcarnien Kets 
Cripps gets recreation by moving rocks about, pruning the fruit 
trees or burning off dead grass in autumn. He now rarely finds time 
for carpentry or even for knitting, at which he also used to be profi- 
cient, spe zing in scarves or sweaters for his daughters. 

The Crippses’ new house is hidden away among steep lonely 
hills on a tiny lane so cure and devious that during the war 
motorcycle dispatch riders with messages from London almost al- 
ways lost their way. Never gregarious, Cripps nowadays attends 
the absolute minimum of official functions. Outsid 
his political disciples and a few professional associates, Cripps's 
small coterie of friends has been made up chiefly of assorted speci 
mens from various fields of interest, like Nehru, his brother Fred, 
Pianist Myra Hess, a well-known British movie producer named 
Filippo del Giudice and the late Dr. Burge. It also includes several 
doctors, mostly of a rather unorthodox, Bircher-Bennerish com-

The lack of a catholic ri 
taste shows up in the dryness of Cripps’s own style and perl 
also in the rather crabbed choice of allusion and quotation which 
he sometimes displays. His taste in poetry runs to Browning and 
bits from minor poets of a moralistic, plain-speaking type. He 
has never read Karl Marx and says that he has no intention of 
doing so. 

(pps’s religious convictions tie up directly with his researches 
into ecclesiastical law, that somewhat obscure branch of jurispru- 
dence which deals with the properties and niceties of canonical 
procedure in the Church of England. The great 19th Century au- 
thority on this subject was Cripps’s paternal grandfather, Henry, 
whose monumental masterwork, The Law Relating to Church and 
Clergy, was revised by Sir Stafford. 

Cripps’s preaching style is less effective than his courtroom style 
but more effective than his literary or oratorical style. He finds ser- 
mons more interesting to prepare than speeches, because the sub- 
ject matter is more sympathetic and because the time limitations of 
which he is especially conscious are less rigorous. In Cripps's books, 
the sting, precision and confidence which are the chief virtues of 
his style, somehow disappear. Only Cripps’s warmest admirers can 
find meat, or even vegetable marrow, in such sincere but slender 
volumes as Democracy | Up-to-Date or Towards Christian Democracy. 

Cripps’s dietary preferences and his daily regime harmonize with 
his religious as well as his medical beliefs. He considers the connec- 
tion between a sparse diet, a healthy body and a clear conscience as 
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much more than coincidental. The regular lunchtime walk to the 
Vega restaurant is by no means his first of the day. He also take 
a constitutional in St. James’s Park at 6:45 eve morning, an 
hour at which, in the London winter, it is still piteh dark. Then, to 
work up an appetite for his breakfast, which may consist of fruit 
juice and brown bread, he takes an ice-cold shower. 

Cripps’s morning walk is not the beginning of his day. By that 
time, having retired at about 10 p.m., he has already been up for 
several hours, writing in his study, fortified only by the cup of tea 
which he makes for himself on arising. Cripps’s early morning 
composition may take the form of a speech, a sermon or, failing 
these, mere correspondence. Unlike Churchill, who die! tated every- 
thing and proceeded thereafter by means of correction and retyping, 
Cripps never dictates anything. He writes out not only speech 
books and sermons but even all of his voluminous personal cor- 
respondence, usually a fountain pen filled with red ink, and 
then corrects the manuscript himself. He likes to dash off little 
notes of encouragement or good wishes to friends. After the New 
Year’s Honors List was announced he turned up at his office with 
a bundle of 50 or so congratulatory letters, all written before dawn 
that morning. The Chancellor’s day starts at about 4, or about
